The
wenther waos guite cpol, with rain fulling.
On Tueedny morning we purted from the
ehip and went away.  The captain, with sev-
eral of the crew, stood hiv the ship, oe he
suid e would not desert ler il she went
down, Oune of the five boats swamped
before we left the ship, but thoee in it were
gaved by the raflt. We suw nothing of the
eaptoin after leaving the ship, Our boat,
with the other two and the raft, kept fogeth-
er uutil Tuesduy night, when wo lost sight of
them in o fog. We looked for them, but
were unable to find thew. We bad plenty
of provisions, preserved ments, vegetables
and wine.
